No. PC(V)/IV(5)/56. — In accordance with the 
emphasis laid in the First Five Year Plan on the 
need for following a national policy for the develop- 
ment of Irrigation and Power, a Technical Advisory 
Committee was formed in October 1953 — vide resolu- 
tion No. PC(V)/IV(5)/54 dated 20th February 1954 for 
examining and making suitable recommendations to 
the Planning Commission on the various projects 
proposed for the Second Plan by the State and Central 
Governments. The Committee’s term expired on tne 
29th February, 1956. 


Detailed project reports were not received for a 
large number of the schemes proposed in the second 
plan For projects for which reports were received it 
was found that often they lacked details essential 
for technical and financial scrutiny. A number of such 
projects have been provisionally included in the Second 
Five Year 'Plan in anticipation of such further investi- 
gation and revision as might be necessary. It is Pro- 
posed that the project reports of such schemes should 
be considered by a Committee composed Of, the re- 
presentatives of the Planning Commission, Ministries 
of Irrigation & Power and Finance and specialists who 
may be associated with the work of the Committee 
from time to time. 


The functions of the Committee will b c generally the 
same as those of the former Committee, namely, to 
examine Irrigation and power projects proposed by the 
State and the Central Governments and other 
authorities, to satisfy itself that: — 

(i) the schemes have been prepared after detailed 

investigation; 

(ii) the schemes are 'technically sound and the 
estimates are complete and correct; and 


(iii) the financial forecasts and estimates of bene- 
fits derived are based on accurate data and 
are reliable,

No. 27-74/56-LS. — In order to ensure for the inhabi- 
tants of Delhi and New Delhi an adequate supply of 
good quality milk and milk products at a reasonable 
price, the Government of India have decided to 
establish an ad hoc Milk Board with Immediate effect. 
The Board shall continue to function till such times 
as it is replaced by a permanent organisation. 

2. The Milk Board (hereafter called the Board) shall 
consist of the following members: — 

(1) Chief Commissioner, Delhi State — Chairman. 

(2) Joint Secretary to Government of India 
(Incharge Dairy Development), Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture. 

(3) Joint Secretary to Government of India, 
Ministry of Finance (Agriculture Division), or 
his representative, 

(4) A representative of the Planning Commission. 

(3) A representative of the Ministry of Health. 

(6) Dairy Development Adviser to Government of 
India, Ministry of Food and Agriculture, 

(7) A representative of the State Government of 
Delhi. 

(8) Superintending Engineer, Delhi State Circle, 
Central .Public Works Department. 

(9) Milk Commissioner for the Delhi Milk Scheme 
—Secretary. 

3. The Central Government shall in consultation with 
the State Governments of Punjab and Uttar Pradesh, 
appoint one representative of each Government on the 
Board, who shall be entitled to participate in the deli- 
berations of the Board but shall not be entitled to 
vote. 

4. The functions of the Board shall be— 

(i) to formulate plans, working details and estimates 
of a Scheme for improving and organising the supply 
of milk and milk products to Delhi and New Delhi 
(hereafter called the Scheme) in all its aspects, includ- 
ing inter alia the production of milk, the procurement 
of milk from within 1 and outside the State, the 
establishment of a dairy for processing milk, distri- 
bution of milk to the public and milk propaganda and 
publicity. 

(ii) to implement the Scheme after its approval 
and financial sanction by Government and for that 
purpose- — 

, (a) to prepare an annual budget for the Scheme, 
obtain the approval of Government to the 
budget and administer the funds which are 
placed at its disposal by the Government in 
accordance with the rules and orders for the 
time being in force; and 

(b) to undertake construction works, instal and 
maintain machinery and perform such other 
functions as the Board may deem necessary 
or are incidental or ancillary to the imple- 
mentation of the Scheme in accordance with 
the Instructions issued by Government from 
time to time: provided that all contracts in 
connection with the implementation and work- 
ing of the Scheme shall be made by Govern- 
ment. 

5. The Milk Commissioner shall be the Secretary of 
the Board and shall exercise such powers as Govern- 
ment may from time to time delegate to him. 

8. The Board shall exercise 1 such powers and its 
business shall be carried on in such manner and it 
shall furnish such reports and information as Govern- 
ment may from time to time direct. The accounts of 
the Board shall be audited by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General.
